HIT BY A LOOSE HORSE 



Com:nonwealth Docket Will 
Be Taken Up Next Mon- 
day. 



Very little business of much im- 
portance to the general public has 
been disposed of in Circuit Court 
this week, most of the time having: 
been taken up in the tritil of common 
law matters. A few commonwealth 
cases, however, were passed upon. 

The case of the commonwealth 
against Clint Pitzer, charged with 
disturbing a lawful assemblage, was 
called Saturday. The charge was 
reduced to breach of the peace, and 
the defendant was fined $10 and 
costs. 

John Wilson, charged with a sim- 
ilar offense, was fined $10 and costs. 
He entered a plea of guilty of breach 
of the peace. 

John Chambers, under an indict- 
ment for carrying a concealed deadly 
weapon, was fined $20 and costs. 

The grand jury returned indict- 
ments as follows: Bob Simms, rape; 
Joe Springfield and Charlie Layne, 
malicious shooting. One party, not 
in custody, was indicted for petit 
larceny. All the parties indicted are 
negroes. 

The suit of John 0. Chafin against 
T. D and Minnie Rudd resulted in a 
verdict for defendants. 

The jury in the case of Melissa A. 
Claibarue against John Davis re- 
turned a verdict for defendant. 

The jury, under peremptory in- 
structions from the court, found for 
the defendant in the suit of R. E. 
Hudson and others against M. V. 
Donnell and others. 

The grand jury, after investigat- 
ing the case of Minor Rollins, charg- 
ed with house breaking, returned the 
papers indorsed "dismissed." An 
order was made to the Court releas- 
ing Rollins from jail. 

Geo. McKinney, charged with 
shooting and wounding in sudden 
affray, entered a plea of guilty, and 
a fine of $50 and costs was assessed. 

John W. Foord and T. M. Broodie 
were on Saturday excused from fur- 
ther service as petit jurors at this 
term. R. C. Chilton and A. E. P' 
Pool were also excuse from further 
service as grand jurors at the pres- 
ent term. 

The grand jury, having reported 
that it had further business before 
it was continued another week. 

The rest of the week will be taken 
up in hearing common law cases. 
On next Monday the commonwealth 
docket will be called. The murder 
cases of John Cheaney and Gene 
Duffy, col., are set for the first of 
the week.

WMl, UM .-peedy approach <>f 
warm weather eggs are be- 
coming very plentiful, and as a con- 
sequence cheap. It stands t<» reason 
therefore, that if it is possible to 
U't p them in good condition from 
the plentiful to the scarce season a 
considerable amount of profit may 
be effected. It is as well, however, 
to state at the very outset, that by 
no method of preservation yet intro- 
duced, are we enabled to retain the 
freshness of flavor equal to newfaid. 
For cooking or manufacturing pur- 
poses they are excellent, and there 
h always a good demand for this 
..•lass of eggs during the winter 
months. 1 know a woman living in 
the north of England who, B few 
years ago, preserved about 20,1)00 
c-ggs during April and May, when 
eggs were selling at 18 to 20 for 25 
cents, kept them for six or seven 
months, and then retailed them SI 
"pickled" eggs at two cents each. 
There are several excellent methods 
of preserving eggs, between which 
there is little to choose, but the point 
of paramount importance is not so 
much the actual method employed, 
but that the eggs are perfectly frash 
when put down into the liquid. It 
8 unwise to attempt preserving them 
until twelve hours have elapsed af- 
ter they have been laid, but as soon 
lifter this as possible they should be 
attended to. It is useless trying to 
^reserve an egg that is three or four 
days old, as by this time its firs' 
freshness has departed. Another 
joint to bear in mind with preserve.; 
eggs is. that they should be used as 
quickly as possible after removing 
from the source of preservation . be 
•ause a pickled or preserved egg 
.joes bad much more speedily than 
low one that is new laid. Experi- 
ments have proved that infertile 
eggs preserve better than those con- 
taining the germ of life, and thus 
when eggs are being produced with 
preservation in view, no male bird 
hould be run with the hens. 
The methods of preserving eggs 
:ommonly employed are legion, 
here are three that possess certain 
id vantages, and that can be 
'•nridently recommended. The very- 
best method is by means of cold stor- 
age, and whenever one is living near 
i plant, the wisest plan is to send 
he eggs thereto. A charge is usu 
dly made for storage room, but this 
s quite small, and probably works 
>ut cheaper than adopting one of 
rhe other methods. We, in England, 
ire not nearly as fortunate in the 
natter of cold storage aa are our 
.rood cousins in the States, as such 
places are only to be found in our 
arge cities. The eggsshould not be 
.dually frozen, as this is liable to 
•rack them, but they should be 
inertly chilled. Eggs preserved in 
his fashion retain a good deal of 
iheir original flavor, and when they 
bave been carefully chilled by an ex- 
perienced person their quality has 
but slightly deteriorated,

The clear 
liquid only is used, which is p -Hired 
over the eggs, the latter having first 
bee.i placed in a suitable vessel. A 
little lime should be added from time 
to time; or, a better plan is to stretch 
some butter muslin over the top o 
the vessel, allowing the center t< 
dip into the liquid, with a little limi 
resting thereupon. Then as the linn 
in the liquid becomes exhausted i 
little is taken into solution. Oni 
advantage of this method is that a 
few eggs can be added each day a? 
laid, and the whole batch need noi 
be put down together, thus assisting 
in assuring absolute freshness. Ezv<- 
preserved in lime can be easily dis- 
tinguished, as the shelis become 
rough and extremely brittle. A 
method of more recent introduction 
is by means of soluble silicate of 
soda, commonly called waterglass. 
which has the advantage over thr 
iime method in that it retains thr 
-imooth surface of the shell. Water- 
glass is not expensive, but costs a 
ittle more than the lime and sal'. 
Other methods of preserving that 
may be mentioned, but which it k 
unnecessary to describe, are— dip 
oing into boiling water, thus slight 
y coagulating the white; packing ir 
•ommon salt; smearing with buttei 
>r fat of some description; and pack 
ing in bran These are methods tha 
:an be recommended when the egg: 
ire merely for home use, and no 
for market purposes. 
To Determine the Age of aa Egy . 
An excellent system of testim 
J ggs for freshness is by means of thi 
>ize of the air space. Some of tht 
large dairies in London test even 
-sgg that leaves their establishment 
in this fashion, thus insuring that n> 
stale egg is ever disposed of as nev 
laid. The egg is held before th 
ight in a dark room, and is so placei 
that all the light that comes to th> 
must come through the egg. A 
ile answers the purpose wel', 
although there are several excellent 
lamps on the market, which greath 
simplify the process, and which 
while effective, are quite inexpen 
sive. In a new laid egg the ai r spac<

A variatior 
f this method is by means of placing 
the eggs in a basin containing a mix- 
ture of salt and water, in the pro- 
portion of four ounces of salt and 
one and three-quarter pints of wa- 
ter. A new laid egg if placed in the 
liquid will sink; an egg one day old 
will not quite reach the bottom; one 
three days old will swim midway, 
while one that is older will float up- 
on the surface. As age increases the 
egg is more out of the water, and 
th a little practice its exact age 
•an be determined. When dealing 
with any quantity of eggs, however, 
the former entails considerably less 
labor, and is perhaps rather 
effective.

Late Hatched Chickens. 

"June hatched chicks sleep them- 
selves to death," is a hoary old lie 
that has been senselessly repeated 
so often that the majority of people 
believe it without taking the trouble 
to investigate. 

A lousy chick will "sleep" all right 
and lice are a little more prevalent! 
June than May. That's all there 
to it. There are many reasons 
why thoroughbred chicks should be 
hatched out in June and July. They 
are really much easier reared then, 
than in March or April. Just watch 
the lice. We sell eggs after June 1 . 
at half price and they are, usually, 
e fertile. Bugs are more abund- 
ant then. The chicks can be shelt- 
•ed in any old place. A hen can 
care for a larger brood. 

Some breeds, especially the buffs, 
mature with more perfect plumage. 
It is true the pullets do not make 
such winter layers, but in the fancy, 
we are after the spring layers. 

On account of quick feathering 
and early maturity, the Leghorns do 
quite well when late hatched. We 
hatched some August Buff Orping- 
tons which developed into fine speei- 
l. Our best cockerel, a $50 
bird, was of this lot. We would not 
Ivise the hatching of mongrel 
chicks, so late— or at any other time, 
for that matter. 

e would advise that some shade 
be provided to shelter the little ones 
from the fierce rays of a July and 
August sun. It would be well to 
keep the hen confined in a slatted 
front coop, if shade was not abund- 
ant, until the middle of the after- 
noon Then she would not expose 
them to the hot sun for the entire 
The little ones could come and 
go, at will, seeking the shelter of the 
coop, if they so desired. 

Many a promising pullet "falls 
down" before mating time, and then 
the late hatched ones are doubly ap- 
preciated. Don't forget to hatch 
late.— W. E. Damon in Nashville 
American.

Eggs Much Alike. 

The white of an egg is nearly 
seven-eights water, the balance be- 
ing pure albumen. The yolk is 
slightly less than one-half water. 
These figures apply approximately 
to the eggs of turkeys, hens, geese, 
ducks and guinea fowls. 

To show how nearly alike the eggs 
of various domestic fowls are in re- 
spect to composition, the following 
figures are given by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 

Hen's egg— 50 per cent water, 

16 per cent "protein." 33 per cent 
fat. 

Duck's egg- -4t> per cent water, 

17 per cent "protein," 36 per cent 
fat. 

Turkey's egg- 48 per cent water, 

18 percent "protein," 33 per cent 
fat. 

It should be explained that "pro- 
tein," is the stuff that goes to make 
muscle and blood. Fat of course is 
fuel for running the body machine. 
Thus it will be seen that eggs 
though half, or nearly half, water, 
axtremeJy nutricious, containing 
all the elements required for the 
building and support of the human 
body. But the old saying that an 
egg contains as much nutriment as 
a pound of beefsteak is far from 
correct. It would be nearer the 
fact to estimate a pound of eggs as 
equal to a pound of beefsteak in 
nourishing power. — F. H. Journal.

The occasion was honored by the 
presence of nearly 30 members 
Home and Pythagoris lodges of 
Clarksville, who formed in line with 
Green River Lodge at their home 
Ninth street, opposite the postoffice, 
about 2 o'clock p. m. and marched 
to Hopewell with the local lodge, 
numbering together about 300, fol- 
lowed by a long line of vehicles occu- 
pied by families of the members of 
the order.

Fishing, Boating and Other 
Recreations IVlay Soon 
Be Enjoyed By All. 



A lake of 20 acres, fed by three 
springs of pure cold water, boating 
and boat houses, and an ideal place 
for picnics, within four miles of the 
city. Just think of it. 

The Hopkinsville Water Company 
has completed the concrete walls of 
its immense water enclosure and last 
Tuesday closed its gates for an ac- 
cumulation of the indispensible fluid. 
The company owns 75 acres of 
ground on the Greenville road, 40 
acres of which will soon be under 
water, and when the basin i3 filled 
it will contain 125,0u0,000 gallons. 

In order to "bottle up" this great 
body of water, furnished mainly by 
three springs of unusual purity and 
as cold as water can be in its natural 
state, the company, of which Mr. W. 
T. Tandy is president, had to build a 
concrete wall 200 feet in length, 15 
feet thick at the base, 5 feet at th< 
top and 17 feet high, and two great 
locks. The water is also enclosed 
one side by an embankment 500 feet 
long, 60 feet at the base and 13 feet 
high. 

This involved an outlay of $8,500. 
Mr. Lucian Davis was the contractor 
and has made a most excellent job 
of it. The other expenses incurred 
ran the expense of the company to 
complete this great resorvoir up to 
$12,000. Thirty men were employed 
last fall regularly while seven teams 
were kept in constant use. The mag- 
nitude of the undertaking nor the 
heavy expense did not for a moment 
deter the Water Company from car- 
rying out the work for giving to the 
people of the city water in abun- 
dance for every purpose that may 
now exist or for any future contin- 
gency. 

Mr. Thomas W.Morris, the genera! 
manager and treasurer of the com- 
pany, has for several years seen the 
increasing demand for more water, 
and with an eye to supplying the far 
greater demands which will be ne- 
cessitated by the yearly increase of 
the city's population, has had the 
encouragement of the company in 
his great undertaking. Mr. Morris 
believes in building for future 
growth, and by carrying out his de- 
signs he is now able to fill the stream 
at the pumping station at any time, 
and in future a long drouth will have 
effect whatever on his water sup- 
ply, no matter what the demand may 
He is now able to store up 
water enough to last a year with DO 
diminution in its use. He can now 
laugh at drouths and give us all the 
ater we will need. 
Mr. Morris, whilst alwa>s acting 
according to the wishes of his com- 
pany, has had carte blanche to act at 
all times as his discretion, sound 
judgment and practical knowledge 
dictated. 

The lake will no doubt become a 
great resort some day for outing 
parties, lovers of boat riding, fisher- 
men and others. The grounds sur- 
rounding the lake can be beautified 
at no great expense as the company 
left quite a number of trees standing 
for shade. Besides it is highly prob- 
able that a club will lease the privi- 
i of supplying boats and boat 
houses, refreshment booths, dancing 
harbors, and stocking the lake with 
the finest of fish. We hope this will 
be done at an early day, and it is 
within the range of probability that 
all these things will be carried out, 
and as soon as practicable. 

We congratulate the Water Com- 
pany on the completion of itsg reat 
undertaking. Though it has re- 
quired a year or more to carry out 
the designs and involved a consider- 
able outlay of money, the object in 
t has been to give the people the 
very best for their money, supply 
every demand and guard against all 
the inconveniences that might be 
brought about by a drouth of long 
duration. Our people had an ex- 
ence of this kind not many years

chicks hatched therefrom. AUhough 
a stray cat (peace to her ashes) help- 
ed herself liberally to part of this 
flock still the remainder furnished 
the foundation for my present flock 
and the surplus cockerels sold, a- 
bout 3 times paid for the eggs. 

1 have no fears of the thorough- 
bred poultry business being over- 
done any more than of other farm 
stock and if you can not sell 
3 our stock for breeders there is al- 
ways a market for chickens and eggs 
of first class quality that yields us a 
profit. It is such an easy matter to 
to get started whith thorougbred 
fowls and the profits so much more 
tisfactory that it looks to me like 
poor policy to waste good time, 
money and feed on anything else.

Scaly Legs. 

If you would be rid of scaly legs in 
your flocks, do not use for hatching 
any hens that are troubled with the 
disease. Nothing spreads this con- 
tagion so readily as does the mother 
hen over a young brood. Scaly leg 
is extremely difficult to be rid of 
when once it has a foothold among 
the fowls. The only way to be rid 
of it. after once it has gained a hold 
either kill and send to market all 
afflicted with the disease, or else 
soak the shanks thoroughly for many 
days with kerosene oil, clean them 
and wash them off with a stiff brush 
and strong soap and hot water, and 
then anoint with a'solution a typo* d 
of one-half alcohol and i ne-half 
sweet oil. 

Continue this treatment until the 
scale has all been removed and the 
shanks healed up.

New Breed of Ducks. 

The newest breeds of ducks not 
yet known to the public are the Blue 
Orpington and the Huff Orpington. 
They were produced by William 
Cook of England, the originator of 
the several varieties of Orpington 
fowls, the Blue variety in 18% and 
the Buff the year following. They 
are thus described in the Orpington 
Poultry Journal. 

The Blue Orpington is a very large 
duck, quick in maturing, good layers 
of immense eggs. The color is slate 
similar to an Andalusian fowl. They 
have proved a wonderful good table 
bird. Of course, only the best spec- 
imens are absolutely blue all over, 
some having a small patch of white 
on the chest, which looks rather 
pretty when they are swimming, so 
much so that many people breed 
them with these white chests. Some- 
times a little bit of brown is seen 
in them.. The drakes are a little 
larger and have the head and neck a 
darker color than the ducks. These 
ducks do well in confinement and do 
not need water to swim in. They 
are enormous in size, being a good 
deal larger than Pekins and growing 
quicker. 

The beak/of the Blue Orpington is 
dark in color with a trifle yellow 
Urge. Legs dark orange. The back 
is a nice blue and underneath rather 
a lighter slate for the ground color. 
The ducks should be blue all over, 
but penciled on the back. ' The car- 
riage of the bird is much the same 
as an Aylesbury duck, with a long 
body close to the ground. 

The Buff Orpington duck is not 
quite so bright in color as the Buff 
Orpington fowl, being more of a 
khaki color only not so dull. It is an 
improvement on the Indian Runner, 
as they are very much larger and 
more uniform in shape and a self 
color. They make a fine table bird 
and their eggs are larger ; they are 
no doubt the best utility duck in the 
world for laying and table purposes 
besides having a very handsome ap- 
pearance.— A. P. Advocate.

Ordinance No. 19. 

Be it ordained by Board of Coun- 
cil of the City of Hopkinsville. K> .- 

That it is deemed desirable that cer^ 
tain territory lying on the Northeast 
side of Hopkinsville, Ky., being the 
following described territory now a 
part of the County of Christian, 
State of Kentucky, be annexed to 
and included in the Corporate limits 
of the City of Hopkinsville. Said 
territory proposed to be annexed 
consists of about 86 acres and is de- 
scribed as follows, to wit: Begin 
ning at a point in the north line of 
the Cemetery fence, about 80 feet 
from the east edge of North Main 
Street, where said corporation line 
crosses said fence; thence with the 
south edge of the road S. 77 E. 470 
ft. to the east edge of said road, 
thence N. 18 E. 284 ft. with the E.

Bumble Poot. 

Bumble foot is an enlargement of 
the feet of fowls, and is generally 
caused by bruises due to the fowls 
alighting heavily when they fly down 
from their perches. The trouble oc- 
curs most frequently with heavy- 
birds which generally have poor pow- 
ers of flight when their weight is 
compared to that of their wing pow- 
er. The lighter fowls, having more 
flying power, light easily, and their 
feet are not bruised. When heavy 
fowls are permitted to perch high, it 
is a common thing to see them come 
down from their roosts, light on their 
feet and tumble over. The alight- 
ing is often accompanied by a hard 
thump. This is the prevailing cause 
of bumble foot. 

The results of such bruises are 
swellings in which pus develops. If 
these swellings are lanced and the 
pus escapes, the feet retain 
their normal size. If the pus is not 
permitted to escape it ultimately 
forms a cheesy mass and the enlarge- 
ment is permanent. The way to 
prevent it is to place the roosts low 
and have the floor covered with lit- 
ter. This makes it possible for the 
fowls to come down off the roosts 
without sustaining bruises. — Poultry 
Life.
